Twently men are dead, ten of them
unideatified and so terribly burned ard
blackened that identification is cimoat
impoesible and 27 other men are lyiog
in the various hospiials of the city suf-
fering from terrible cuts and borns
and ther injurier, =1l reeults of the
explosion of one of the boilers in the
Penberthy Injector company's large
plant at the cormer of Abbott street
and Brooklyn avenue, Detroit, Mich.,
at 9:30 o'clook Tuesday of last week.

WITEOUT WARNING

The awiul crash came witheut tha
slightest waiping. Those ia the front
buildipg said it scomed like the con
cugrion of an immente cepron 1
roof and flocra of thic resr builai
bulged upward and then crashed dow
with their Leivy loads o masiivery
ard found:y apparatus Walls, root
ana all dropped into s ehapeless
of debris.

When a boavy besm
or picoc of shafting was cocountered »
team of horses was brought in asd the
picce of wreckage haulcd to tha streot
Stretohor bearera stood besido the res
ouners and took awsy the burned and
blackened brdies. A vacait house ad
joiniog the fsctory wae conveited into
a tomporary morgne. Here the bodies
were placed io coffing and taken to the
poarcst morgue. In several omses the
cherred corpses wore ro hot when re
covered that Lhey oou'd mearoeiy he
handled by the undeitaker and his as
sistsnta.
